Playing  one  of  their  roughest  schedules,  which  included 
half  of  the  top  16  teams  in  the  state,  the  Senators  were  able  to 
win   all   but  three  of  their  games. 

The  team  had  a  slow  start,  but  under  the  expert  guidance 
of  Coach  John  Baratto  they  began  to  play  "money  ball",  and 
gained  much  self-confidence  in  the  Holiday  Tourney  by  de- 
feating Noll  Central,  65-57,  and  Valparaiso,  77-70,  for  the 
championship.  Terre  Haute  Gertsmeyer  then  threw  a  block  in 
the  Senators'  winning  streak  by  winning  67-60. 

This  defeat  proved  fatal  to  the  other  teams  because  it 
spurred  the  team  on  to  greater  heights.  The  Senators  romped 
over  such  outstanding  tearns  as  Lafayette  Jefferson,  E.  C. 
Roosevelt,  and  Gary  Roosevelt  in  their  bid  for  a  berth  among 
the   state's   favorites. 

Emerging  as  the  Western  Division  Conference  Champions, 
Washington  became  the  "People's  Choice"  in  the  Sectionals. 
The  excellent  rebounding  of  Norm  Upshaw  and  Pete  Auksel, 
the  sharp-shooting  of  Dennis  Kale  and  Jerry  Eskoff,  the  all- 
around  fine  play  of  Ron  Divjak  and  Santos  Jiminez,  plus  the 
hottest  bench  in  the  region,  made  the  tasks  of  defeating 
Griffith,  Hammond  Motton,  Noll  Central,  and  Roosevelt  rela- 
tively easy. 

The  team,  encouraged  by  these  wins  and  the  enthusiastic 
support  of  the  fans,  achieved  a  feat  which  had  been  unequaled 
in  W.H.S.  history  for  eleven  years.  By  defeating  Michigan 
City  in  an  unforgettable  thriller,  71-69,  and  Valparaiso,  S0-69, 
the   Senators  clinched  the  Regional   Tourney. 

The  next  week-end  the  Senators  traveled  ro  the  Semi- 
State  Tourney  in  Lafayette,  where  they  met  the  under-dog. 
North  Judson,  who  played  them  to  the  hilt  before  succumbing 
in  a  double  overtime  victory  of  56-55.  This  win  enritled  W.H.S. 
to  meet  Crawfordsville   for  the  championship. 

The  superior  mid-court  shooting  of  the  Athenians  over- 
came the  height  advantage  of  the  Senators  and  their  lS-game 
winning  streak,  along  with  their  title  hopes,  was  demolished. 


Congratulations  to  Coach  John  Baratto  and  his  assistants, 
Nick  Sarengach  and  John  Molodet,  for  a  mosr  outstanding 
season;  and  also  the  very  best  of  luck   to   next  year's  nermen.
